orously, and watched for violations of the 
law, and then instituted prosecutions.

If no man in this country ever drank (it an- 
other man's expense nor ever paid for an- 
other man's drink intemperance would be 
so uncommon among us tlmt it would re- 
quire no women's movement and no prohib- 
itory agitation, 


A man goes into a saloon alone aud takes 


one glass of liquor nnd goes out sober, but if 
he meets live companions in the saloon his 
idea of courtesy requires him lo treat the 
crowd, and then each member of the crowd 
feels obliged to return tho compliment and 
when the treating is all over nix men have 
etch drunk six glasses of liquor, nnd they 
arft nil drunk, probably. 
If the prfo of 


drinks could bo doubled it is possible tlmt 
treating might be somewhat checked. 


In the next place thoro Hhonld be every- 


where examiners cf liquors, with authority 
to go at any time into any place where liq- 
uors nre sold, make their examination* aiul 
promptly destroy all compounded and adul- 
terated v.-inos and spirits. This wotilci raise 
the price of drinks by drstvoying cheap liq-
